An Examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the 
changes and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be 
filed as provided by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone 
interview with Ric Henschel on July 16, 2009. 

The following amendments were discussed and agreed to by Applicant: 

1) In claim 19, line 2 - 3, delete "advantageously between 0.01 and 3% by weight 
of oxazoline,". 

2) In claim 32, line 3, after agent, insert "for body slimming by inhibiting 
lipogenesis". 

3) In claim 33, line 3s after oxazolines, insert ", serving as an active agent by 
inhibiting lipogenesis,". 

4) Insert new claim 34, "The method of claim 19, wherein the composition 
comprises between 0.01 and 3% by weight of oxazoline. 

5) Delete claims 1 5, 22-27, 30, and 31 . 

Reasons for Allowance 

The claimed invention of "a treatment method for promoting slimming 
comprising topically applying on the part of the body to be treated an effective 
body slimming amount of a composition containing at least one oxazoline, 
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serving as an active agent by inhibiting lipogenesis..." is novel and non-obvious. 
The closest prior art is due to unpatentable over Rajadhyaksha et al. (US Patent 
No. 4,876,249). Rajadhyaksha teaches compositions for carrying physiologically 
active agents through body membranes such as skin and for retaining these 
agents in the body tissues and further relates to a method of administering 
systemically active agents through the skin or other body membranes of humans 
and animals, utilizing a transdermal device or formulation, containing an 
effective, non-toxic amount of a membrane penetration enhancer having the 
structural formula I (column 3, lines 23- 32), namely 0X1 00 (column 15, example 
1 1 ). Rajadhyaksha does not teach the oxazolines as an active agent for 
promoting slimming. Furthermore, Applicants demonstrate the unexpected 
finding that lipogenesis is inhibited by the claimed compounds. Thus the claimed 
invention is rendered neither anticipated nor obvious.
